The  faith  that  conquors  is  steadfast 
in  its  growth  and  has  strength  to 
meet  all  emergencies.  No  spasm  of 
Christian  faith  will  be  likely  to  do  the 
thing  you  aim  at.  It  is  just  as  likely 
to  overdo  as  anything  else. 

The  most  important  lesson  to  be  ] 
drawn  from  these  -incidents  is  that 
filing  our  thoughts  on  the  troublous 
problems  of  life  instead  of  on  Jesus, 
who  has  mastered  them  for  us,  only 
submerges  us  in  waves  of  doubt  and 
fear. 

It  is  all  given  in  that  single  and 
most  lifelike  touch  of  the  narrative : 
"But  when  he  bsw  the  wind  bolster-  I 
ous,  he  was  afraid  and  bd^inning  to 
sink.”  Many  Christians  at  the  times  I 
of  revivals  are  of  this  kind — unheard  I 
of  and  inactive  at  all  other  times. 

There  is  not  in  all  Christian  exper- 1 
ience  a  more  common  occurrence 
to  sdS  souls  darkened,  submerged  by 
just  this  act  of  looking  at  the  troub¬ 
lous  side  of  life  and  not  at  the  Saviour.
